Rochester  Youth  Boxing  Offers 

Officer  Bert  Gleason  of  the  Rochester  Police 
Department  believes  that  preventing  kids  from 
getting  into  trouble  is  the  most  important  part  of  his 
job.  Having  once  been  taken  under  the  wing  of  a 
fellow  officer  of  the  law  when  he  was  a  young  lad 
growing  up  in  Hanover,  MA,  he  knows  how  much  a 
subtle  push  in  the  right  direction  can  impress  kids 
who  would  otherwise  fall  from  grace. 

So  Officer  Gleason  decided  the  best  way  to 
keep  them  away  from  trouble  was  to  get  them  off  the 
streets  ...  and  into  a  gym. 

"It  all  started  a  few  years  ago  when  there  was 
a  string  of  vandalism  in  Rochester,"  Officer  Gleason 
said.  "Someone  in  town  suggested  I  start  a  boxing 
club  for  the  kids,  having  known  my  past  experience. 
I  figured  it  would  be  a  good  way  to  get  them  off  the 
streets  and  give  them  a  better  outlook  on  their 
surroundings,  their  families,  and  themselves." 

Bert  Gleason  makes  a  logical  choice  to  head 
just  such  an  effort,  as  his  proud  past  has  included  a 
brush  with  a  professional  boxing  career  and  the 
benefits  of  sparring  with  world  class  boxers  like 
"Marvelous"  Marvin  Hagler  while  training  in 
Brockton.  After  being  prodded  on  by  a  Norwell 
Police  Officer  when  he  was  only  eight  and  attending 
a  local  boys  club,  Officer  Gleason  went  on  to  bigger 
and  better  things  and  eventually  landed  a  career  in 
the  field  he  most  admired. 

"Officer  Bob  Sullivan  of  the  Norwell  Police 
Department  helped  me  when  I  was  at  the  Hanover 
Police  Boys  Club,"  he  said.  "When  I  got  pretty  good, 
he  sent  me  to  Petronelli's  Gym  to  train.  That  really 
gave  me  a  new  outlook  on  police  officers  in  general. 
I  think  it  really  helped  me  to  respect  them  a  little 
more  and  appreciate  what  they  do." 

And  so  last  year  he  rounded  up  some 
interested  and  eager  young  students  and  headed  for 
the  New  Bedford  YMCA  in  the  hopes  that  he  would 
later  find  a  place  to  meet  in  town.  He's  currently 
working  with  four  kids  on  a  regular  basis  at  the  New 
Bedford  facility,  but  has  heard  from  several  others 
interested  in  training  once  a  meeting  site  is 
established  in  Rochester. 

"We've  been  looking  for  some  place  in  town 
where  we  could  meet  two  or  three  nights  a  week," 
Officer  Gleason  said.  "I've  got  about  10  to  20  kids 
interested  in  town  and  I'm  hoping  someone  will 
offer  an  extra  space  for  us  to  meet.  I  really  want  to 
keep  the  program  in  Rochester  if  I  can,  but  if  it 
doesn't  work  out,  then  I'll  probably  set  up 
something  permanent  in  New  Bedford."

Local  Kids  a  Viable  Alternative 

The  program  thus  far  has  yielded  some 
excellent  results,  and  Officer  Gleason  is  quite  proud 
of  his  two  most  serious  trainees  —  fourteen-year-old 
Adam  Cecile  and  seven-year-old  Ross  Robalio.  Both 
are  very  determined  and  focused  in  the  sport  and 
Officer  Gleason  has  noticed  a  marked  improvement 
in  them  since  taking  up  the  sport,  especially  Adam. 

"He  had  some  problems  and  this  really 
turned  him  around,"  he  said.  "Now  he's  picked  his 
grades  up  and  I've  seen  a  50  percent  turnaround  in 
him  ...  he's  a  tough  kid,  he's  dedicated,  and  he's  a 
hard  worker." 

His  youngest  student  also  promises  to  be  a 
force  to  contend  with  in  the  future.  At  only  seven 
years  of  age,  Ross  Robalio  has  already  expressed 
interest  in  becoming  an  Olympic  boxing  contender, 
and  Officer  Gleason  thinks  he  has  what  it  takes. 

"He  really  wants  to  be  an  Olympian,"  he 
said.  "I'm  going  to  enter  him  in  the  Junior  Olympics 
next  year  ...  hopefully  he  will  be  ready  by  then.  I 
think  he's  likely  to  do  very  well.  He's  really 
obsessive  about  it." 

Knowing  the  nature  of  the  sport,  Officer 
Gleason  is  sensitive  about  his  students  using  boxing 
as  a  crutch  or  to  intimidate  their  classmates.  That's 
why  he's  very  strict  about  anyone  who  gets  in 
trouble  at  school  for  fighting  ...  or  for  not  paying 
enough  attention  to  their  studies. 

"If  any  kid  gets  kicked  out  of  school  for 
fighting  with  someone,  they're  out  of  the  program," 
he  stressed.  "I'm  not  here  to  train  them  to  become 
the  class  bully.  They're  also  out  if  their  grades  drop 
...  so  this  gives  them  something  to  strive  for.  Believe 
me,  they  work  just  as  hard  at  their  homework  as 
they  do  at  training,  because  they  know  they're  out  if

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they  don't  maintain  good  grades." 

Since  many  people  view  boxing  as  a  violent 
and  brutal  sport,  Officer  Gleason  has  met  with  some 
opposition  to  the  club  from  local  residents.  That  may 
be  why  he's  been  having  trouble  getting  a  location  in 
town  to  meet.  But  he's  confident  that  once  people 
know  about  the  positive  aspects  of  the  program, 
they'll  be  more  understanding  and  accepting  of  what 
he's  trying  to  do. 

"It  is  a  very  tough  sport,"  he  agreed.  "It's  not 
like  Karate  where  you  go  out  there  and  just  practice 
moves.  I  know  that  some  people  think  boxing  is  a 
little  too  rough  for  this  area  ...  but  there's  more

people  who  are  getting  behind  me  and  the  sport 
now.  And  I'm  going  to  keep  working  to  get  the 
meetings  out  of  New  Bedford  and  into  Rochester, 
because  I  started  all  this  for  the  kids  in  town." 

Now  living  in  New  Bedford  and  working 
full-time  on  the  Rochester  Police  Department,  27- 
yearold  Bert  Gleason  devotes  what  little  spare  time 
he  has  between  shifts  and  overtime  details  to  work 
with  his  young  boxers.  He  is  not  compensated  for 
his  efforts,  which  he  does  voluntarily  to  give 
something  back  to  the  community  which  has  helped 
him. 

Recently,  some  of  the  kids  in  the  club  have 
started  a  fund  raising  drive  in  town  to  assist  in 
purchasing  some  much-needed  training  equipment. 
Officer  Gleason  added  that  the  professional 
equipment  they  use  —  including  special  training 
gloves  —  can  be  rather  expensive,  and  thus  far 
they've  managed  to  raise  some  $600  through  the 
generosity  of  local  residents  and  businesses. 

"That's  another  reason  I  want  to  keep  the 
club  in  Rochester,"  he  said.  "Some  people  in  town 
have  been  very  generous  in  helping  us  ...  and  I  think 
it's  only  fair  that  their  money  be  used  to  support 
something  here." 

For  Officer  Gleason,  his  main  objective 
remains  to  help  kids  in  town  ...  much  like  Officer 
Sullivan  helped  him  years  ago. 

"If  you  can  change  one  kid's  life  with 
something  like  this,  then  it  will  be  all  worth  it  to 
me,"  he  said.  "I'm  doing  this  because  I  was  there 
once  and  it  really  helped  me  ...  and  I'm  not  going  to 
give  up  on  it."

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  February  22 
at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  John  N.  DeCosta.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Daniel  O.  Mahoney, 
Selectman  Paul  E.  Lambalot,  and  Executive  Secretary 
Carol  J.  Adams. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  held  on  February  15, 1994  and  the 
Executive  Session  minutes  of  the  same  meeting  were 
approved  by  a  vote  of  the  board,  as  read. 

Correspondence  to  Ridgeway  Crouch 
acknowledging  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the 
Personnel  Board  coincided  with  correspondence  from 
Charles  Morgan  suggesting  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
they  dissolve  the  Personnel  Committee.

Mr.  Pickles  noted,  however,  that  during  the 
course  of  the  job,  the  contractor  asked  for  extras  and  it 
was  discovered  through  the  periodic  supervision  of 
GHR  Engineering  —  who  drew  up  the  plans  for  the 
project  —  that  the  job  wasn't  being  completed  to  the 
contract  specifications. 

On  September  5, 1991,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
met  with  Town  Counsel  and  Mr.  Canterino  of 
Northern  Sealcoating  to  resolve  the  differences.  On  the 
advice  of  Town  Counsel,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
agreed  to  make  a  final  payment  to  Northern 
Sealcoating  in  the  amount  of  $10,500,  rather  than  get 
involved  in  lengthy  and  costly  litigation  over  contract 
specs.  The  contractor  thereby  dropped  his  demand  for 
additional  money  and  was  released  from  the  job.  The 
remaining  $2,781 .90  in  the  account  was  dispersed  to 
the  residents  of  Rezendes  Terrace  on  April  20, 1993  as 
per  their  request. 

John  Rezendes,  a  resident  of  Rezendes  Terrace, 
asked  the  board  how  the  company  was  given  the  bid 
when  they  clearly  were  not  qualified  to  do  the  job.  Mr. 
Pickles  noted  that  they  had  contacted  three  towns 
where  the  company  had  done  previous  work  and 
were  given  glowing  recommendations.  Since  they 
were  the  low  bidder  and  were  able  to  put  up  a  bond 
for  the  project,  they  were  awarded  the  bid. 

But  the  problems  in  this  project  all  stemmed

from  the  lack  of  a  resident  engineer  on  site  inspecting 
the  project  on  a  daily  basis,  Mr.  Pickles  said.  "We've 
certainly  learned  from  this  project  and  we've  since 
hired  a  resident  engineer  for  all  projects,"  he  said. 

Chairman  Dougall,  who  was  on  the  board 
when  the  project  was  in  full  swing,  also  added  that  the 
board  followed  the  recommendation  of  Town  Counsel 
in  getting  out  of  their  contract  with  Northern  Paving 
and  Sealcoating  in  order  to  avoid  further  litigation 
and  to  cease  further  financial  burdens  on  the 
residents. 

"If  we  hadn't  made  the  decision  at  that  time,  it 
would  have  cost  you  a  lot  more,"  he  said.  "We  went 
on  the  advice  of  Town  Counsel  at  the  time  and  we 
decided  it  was  best  to  follow  his  recommendation." 

"Having  been  involved  in  arbitration  before, 
the  arbitrators  usually  have  very  little  sympathy  for 
the  town,"  Mr.  Pickles  added.  "They  will  bend  over 
backwards  for  the  contractors,  though." 

But  Peter  Rezendes  wanted  to  know  why  their 
concerns  weren't  addressed  before  all  this  was 
decided  and  the  contractor  was  allowed  to  get  out  of 
the  contract  and  "take  their  money  and  run." 

"These  are  all  things  we  brought  to  your 
attention  when  the  work  was  being  done,"  he  said. 
"We're  not  bringing  these  things  up  after  the  fact.  We 
could  have  done  our  own  site  inspection  ...  only  we

didn't  have  anyone  to  enforce  them." 

Peter  Rezendes  then  asked  what  needed  to  be 
done  to  have  the  street  accepted  as  a  public  way,  as 
this  would  facilitate  the  town's  assistance  in  fixing 
some  of  the  problems  which  the  contractor  caused. 

"You  simply  need  to  petition  that  an  article  for 
be  placed  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant,"  said 
Mr.  Pickles.  "And  you  also  need  a  legal  description  of 
the  road  along  with  a  linen  (contractor's  drawing) 
suitable  for  filing  with  the  county  Registry  of  Deeds." 

Mr.  Pickles  advised  them  that  the  petition  — 
which  needs  the  signatures  of  at  least  10  registered 
voters  —  must  be  filed  with  Town  Hall  by  mid-March. 

Selectman  Winters  noted  that  Continental 
Cablevision  had  submitted  their  proposal  to  the  town 
on  February  18,  and  the  town's  Cable  Commission 
would  be  reviewing  it  over  the  next  few  weeks. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before 
the  board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the 
evening  at  8:20  pm.
